It once brought teenagers from 
all over the state to Campbells- 
ville to meet with their friends 
on Friday and Saturday nights. 

Several years later, after an 
effort to bring it back, cruising 
Main Street is causing some 
problems for local residents. 

At Monday night’s regular 
Campbellsville City Council 
meeting, residents Brianna and 
Brent Burden said they recently 
moved to Campbellsville because 
they felt the town is a perfect 
match for them. 

However, they said, a sudden 
resurgence of cruisers driving 
down Main Street makes the 
weekends difficult for them as 
they live downtown. 

“We just can’t sleep on the 
weekends,” Mr. Burden said. 


He said weekends on Main 
Street are full of loud diesel 
trucks, squealing tires, car 
horns, music blaring from vehi¬ 
cles and people parking and 
talking loudly around City Hall. 

The Burdens said they haven’t 
been able to go to sleep before 2 
a.m. on weekends for about a 
month. Mr. Burden said if cruis¬ 
ing happened in a residential 
neighborhood, it would be shut 
down immediately. 

“We’re more tired after the 
weekend,” he said. 

Mr. Burden said Cafe Bonin on 
Main Street closed this week 
and he believes the sudden 
reemergence of cruising could 
negatively impact other down¬ 
town businesses. “I look at it as 
we don’t need any more busi¬ 
nesses to close,” he said. “I see it 
as a deterrence.”

Election filing 
deadline is Tuesday 

School board, water district seats up for grabs 
in November’s General Election

Though it is still a few months 
away, Tuesday marks a filing 
deadline for the upcoming Gen¬ 
eral Election on Nov. 6. 

Tuesday is the filing deadline 
for those wanting a seat on the 
Campbellsville or Taylor County 
school boards or the Taylor 
County Soil Conservation Dis¬ 
trict Board. 

Those wanting to file for those 
seats must do so by Tuesday at 4 
p.m. at the Taylor County Court¬ 
house. 

The General Election ballot 
hasn’t yet been finalized, accord¬ 
ing to Taylor County Clerk Mark 
Carney. That will be done by 
Sept. 17, he said, and afterward 
those who want to vote by absen¬ 
tee ballot can begin doing so. 

This year’s General Election 
ballot will feature several local, 


state and national races. Win¬ 
ners will take office in January. 

Though the ballot isn’t set just 
yet, the deadline to file for the 
majority of the races was in 
January. 

In the Taylor County School 
Board race, three seats are up 
for grabs, including the 4th Dis¬ 
trict seat held by Tony Davis, the 
3rd District seat held by Jim 
Cheatham and the 5th District 
slot held by Lillian Clark. All 
three have filed for re-election. 
Doyle Berry has filed to chal¬ 
lenge Davis. 

Anyone filing for the seats must 
live in the district in which they 
file and have a high school diplo¬ 
ma or GED. 

School board districts are now 
aligned with the county’s magis¬ 
terial district boundaries.

Council sees sports complex plans

After much discussion and plan¬ 
ning, a final rendering of what a 
sports complex could look like on the 
city’s property on KY 55 has been 
revealed. 

And those helping to plan the park 
say they believe the city is preparing 
for its future by formulating a plan 
for the property. 


Representatives from Sherman 
Carter Barnhart Architects present¬ 
ed plans for the proposed park at 
Monday night’s Campbellsville City 
Council meeting. 

The firm, which has offices in Lou¬ 
isville, Lexington and Paducah, has 
hosted two community meetings 
about the project, and officials said 
they took suggestions made during 
those meeting and came up with a 
final proposal for the park. 

According to the drawings, the 
park includes several baseball and 
softball fields, soccer and football 
fields, play areas, picnic shelters, 
practice facilities, meeting space, 


pavilions, an amphitheater, rest¬ 
rooms, concession stands, walking 
trails, playground areas, parking 
and more. A tract of land was also 
earmarked for a future home of the 
Taylor County Fair. 

The proposed sports complex would 
be located on 175 acres of land the 
city bought in December from Sue 
Dowell for $1.3 million. The proper¬ 
ty is located next to Heartland Com¬ 
merce and Technology Park. 

Darrell Douglas from Sherman 
Carter Barnhart complimented the 
city and community for having the

service to his church 
and community

“Truly, truly, I say to you, 
a servant is not greater than 
his master, nor is a messen¬ 
ger greater than the one 
who sent him.” — John 
13:16 

The Rev. Victor James 
Stansbury, 66, better known 
as “Bro. Vic,” viewed his 
purpose here on earth very 
simply. 

He was here to serve. 

And from a very young 
age, he did just that. 

He preached his first ser¬ 
mon at age 16, became pas¬ 
tor of his first church at 21 
and from that point for¬ 
ward, he continued to serve 
God, his church and his 
community at-large. 

He served the Protestant 
and the Catholic. 

He served the rich and the 
poor. 

During his 44 years in the 
ministry, including almost 
32 years at Muldraugh Hill 
Baptist Church in Lebanon, 
he touched many lives. 
News of his sudden death 
on Saturday created a wave 
of shock and sadness 
throughout Marion and 
Taylor counties. 

However, his friends say 
Bro. Vic would not want his 
church congregation, fami¬ 
ly or friends to grieve. 

“He would want us to be 
happy for him,” said Jay W. 
Hatfield, director of mis¬ 
sions for the Central Asso¬ 
ciation of Kentucky Bap¬ 
tists and pastor of Willis- 
burg Baptist Church in 
Washington County. “He 
would want us to rejoice 
and celebrate with him.” 

Hatfield, who had known 
Bro. Vic for 18 years, said 
he truly had a “Christ-like 
spirit” and that early on in 
his life, Bro. Vic felt like 
God was calling on him to 
be in the ministry. 

At 2 years old, he was hos¬ 
pitalized for 35 days with 
lockjaw and almost died. 
He survived, however, and 
he said that convinced him 
that his life had a higher 
purpose. 

“My parents always told 
me I wouldn’t be alive today 
if it wasn’t for the church 
praying for me,” Bro. Vic 
told the Lebanon Enter¬ 


prise during an interview in 
November 2010. “I realized 
that God gave me back my 
life, and he had a purpose 
for me.” 

As a result, Bro. Vic not 
only joined the ministry, 
but also volunteered his 
time daily as a chaplain for 
Spring View Hospital in 
Lebanon. 

Every day, he visited peo¬ 
ple in the hospital, regard¬ 
less of whether they were 
members of his church. 

“He had a compassionate 
heart that was willing to sit 
and listen to people and 
their needs,” Hatfield said. 

Hatfield said he will miss 
Bro. Vic’s “Godly advice,” 
as well as his laughter and 
storytelling. But, he said he 
is happy his friend has 
finally “retired.” 

“His family was always 
asking, ‘When are you going 
to retire?”’ Hatfield said. 
“Bro. Vic left this world 
doing what he loved to do 
best. He has got his retire¬ 
ment now. He’s in God’s 
kingdom. He has come 
home to be with the Lord, 
and getting to do the things 
we can only dream of 
now.” 

Bro. Vic celebrated 30 
years at Muldraugh Hill 
Baptist Church in Novem¬ 
ber 2010. Initially, he 
thought he would be pastor 
there for three or four 
years, which is customary 
for most pastors. And, as 
the decades passed, he had 
invitations from other 
churches, but each time he 
said he felt the Lord was 
calling him to stay at Mul¬ 
draugh Hill. 

“I love my people, that’s 
all I can say,” he said dur¬ 
ing an interview with the 
Enterprise at his 30th anni¬ 
versary with the church. 
“It’s going to be tough when 
the day of retirement 
comes.” 

Throughout his ministry, 
Bro. Vic preached at more 
than 500 funerals and more 
than 300 weddings. He said 
one of the highlights of his 
career was that he had been 
able to officiate one cou¬ 
ple’s wedding and later 
officiated at the weddings 
of the couple’s children. He 
watched multiple genera¬ 
tions grow up during his 
time at Muldraugh Hill. 

Melody Mays, a long-time 
member of Muldraugh Hill, 
said she remembers when a 
group of men from the church 


moved Bro. Vic and his fam¬ 
ily into the church parsonage 
in November 1980. 

“We became one large 
family,” Mays said. Mays 
said Bro. Vic helped her 
family through two tragic 
deaths and also played a 
major role in getting her 
father back into the church, 
which she had wished for 
since she was a little girl. 

“For that decision, I am 
eternally grateful,” Mays 
said. 

Mays said the congrega¬ 
tion at Muldraugh Hill 
knows that Bro. Vic would 
want them to continue on as 
normal, which is what they 
are desperately trying to 
do. She said the congrega¬ 
tion will need time to heal 
before they can begin to 
consider searching for a 
new pastor. 

“When you have had a 
man of his integrity, this 
will be a huge task,” she 
said. 

Ernest C. Taylor, chair¬ 
man of the deacons at Mul¬ 
draugh Hill, said Bro. Vic is 
irreplaceable. 

“Of all the ministers, both 
Protestant and Catholic in 
Marion and surrounding 
areas, there is none other 
that is comparable with 
Bro. Vic,” he said. “He had 
that personality and dedi¬ 


cation to being a servant. 
He helped anyone with a 
need. I think it was just 
ingrained in his thinking. 
He was here to serve, not to 
be served.” 

And if his church congre¬ 
gation, community, family 
and friends could hear him 
now, what would he be say¬ 
ing? 

“I miss you people, but go 
on and don’t miss a beat,” 
Taylor said. “I know he’s 
looking down, and that’s 
what he would be saying to 
us.” 

On July 16, Bro. Vic had 
gall bladder surgery. He 
had prostate surgery on 
July 29 and was recovering 
from those two surgeries at 
Taylor Regional Hospital. 

On Saturday morning, he 
had a heart attack and was 
flown to Jewish Hospital in 
Louisville, where he died 
late that afternoon. 

His funeral was Tuesday 
at Muldraugh Hill Baptist 
Church. The family 
requests expressions of 
sympathy be in the form of 
donations to Muldraugh 
Hill Baptist Church’s ele¬ 
vator project. 

Bro. Vic is survived by his 
wife, Joan Call Stansbury, a 
daughter and two sons.

foresight to contact an archi¬ 
tect to help develop plans for 
the proposed complex. As 
money comes in to fund the 
project, he said, officials will 
have already determined 
what needs to be construct¬ 
ed. 

“Our goal is to create your 
park,” Douglas said. “We 
wanted the ideas of what this 
city wants this park to be.” 

Campbellsville native Myra 
Vaughn from Sherman Cart¬ 
er Barnhart said the meet¬ 
ings helped discuss the city’s 
short- and long-term goals 
and encourage local partners 
to become involved with and 
interested in the project. 

She said a short-term goal 
identified was a place for lit¬ 
tle league football players to 
play. They don’t have a spec¬ 
ified area now, she said, and 
have to use high school fields 
when they aren’t in use. 

Douglas said questions now 
should center on how will the 
complex be operated, mean¬ 
ing will the city operate it or 
lease it to another group. 

Vaughn said the plan 
emphasizes safety and cen¬ 
tralized restrooms and con¬ 
cession stands. She said also 
considered was what kinds 
of tournaments the city could 
host and planning for future 
growth. 

Douglas said the city can 
now use the plans to gener¬ 
ate interest in the project. 

“This is a tool that you can 
use to now go out and fund¬ 
raise,” he said, “and get the 
community involved and 
build your dream park.” 

Councilman Randy Herron 
asked if tennis courts are 


included in the plan. Douglas 
said the city has recently 
refurbished its courts at 
Miller Park and, as such, 
stakeholders said they don’t 
believe courts are a priority 
for the complex. 

Campbellsville Mayor Tony 
Young said there has been 
interest from local groups 
and businesses expressed in 
the project. 

“I think there’s quite a bit 
of interest,” he said. 

Young said those who have 
expressed interest haven’t 
said how much they would 
consider donating to the 
project, though he expects 
some donations to be large 
and others small. He said 
some could be annual contri¬ 
butions. 

City Attorney John Miller 
said the city has gone out on 
a limb to hire architects for 
the project. He said that 
was done so there will be a 
strategy as to how the prop¬ 
erty will be used. 

“We wanted to at least 
have a game plan,” he said. 
“Any plan is subject to 
change ... but at least there’s 
a plan.” 

Councilman Stan McKin¬ 
ney asked if the plan speci¬ 
fies a use for all of the city’s 
175 acres of land or allows 
for potential industrial 
growth. Douglas said there 
is space available should an 
industry want to locate 
there. 

Young said he is excited 
for the project to continue 
to develop. 

No action was taken on the 
proposal by Sherman Cart¬ 
er Barnhart Architects. 


Financial Report 

The city’s June revenue was 
$792,503.12, while year-to-date 
revenue was just shy of $11 
million. Budgeted revenue for 
the year was nearly $8.9 mil¬ 
lion. June expenses were 
$933,542.39, while year-to-date 
expenses were nearly $10.1 
million. Budgeted expenses 
were nearly $8.9 million. 

Several city departments 
spent more than 100 percent 
of their budgets at the end of 
the fiscal year that ended June 
30. The general government, 
police, planning and codes, 
fire/fire and rescue, street, 
garage, landfill, park and 
swimming pool departments 
have spent in excess of their 
budgeted amounts. Young said 
some adjustments will be 
made to account for the over¬ 
ages. Adjustments will be 


made, he said, so the over¬ 
ages don’t happen again 
this fiscal year. The com¬ 
munications, sanitation and 
EMS budgets were spent 
at below the 100 percent 
mark. Young’s financial 
report states that about $2 
million more revenue was 
received during the last 
fiscal year than was bud¬ 
geted. Year-to-date expens¬ 
es were about $1.2 million 
more than budgeted. 

The water company 
brought in $412,213 in 
June, while year-to-date 
revenue is nearly $4.7 mil¬ 
lion, a bit less than the $4.9 
million budgeted. Expenses 
were $382,991 while year- 
to-date expenses were 
nearly $3.9 million, less 
than the budgeted nearly 
$4.1 million.

Elk Horn man charged after crash 

An Elk Horn man was charged with DUI after a one- 
vehicle crash on Sportsman Lake Road last Sunday. 

According to a Taylor County Sheriff’s Office report, 
deputies were dispatched to a one-vehicle crash at about 
6:15 p.m. After arriving, they learned that the driver of 
the 2002 Honda CRV, Jeffrey McDonald, 29, of 493 Bass 
Ridge Road, had fled the scene on foot. 

The report states that a witness found McDonald in a 
wooded area near Sportsman Lake Road. 

McDonald and his passenger, Chelsea Ditaranto, were 
treated at the scene by Campbellsville/Taylor County 
EMS personnel and then transported to Taylor Regional 
Hospital. They were admitted with concussions. Ditar¬ 
anto was later released. At press time, no information 
was available as to McDonald’s condition. 

McDonald was charged with DUI and leaving the scene 
of an accident. 

Taylor County Fire & Rescue personnel assisted at the 
scene. Taylor County Sheriff’s Deputy Dickie Benning- 
field investigated. 

County audit released 

Peercy and Gray PSC of Louisville recently released its 
audit of the Taylor County Fiscal Court for fiscal year 
ending June 30, 2011. 

The audit found that the Court had unrestricted net assets 
of $2.8 million in its governmental activities as of June 30, 
2011, with total net assets of nearly $10.5 million. In its 
business-type activities, the Court had total net cash and 
cash equivalents of $93,356 with total net assets of $99,029. 

In the audit, Taylor Regional Hospital had net assets of 
$47.6 million and Taylor County Airport had nearly $1.2 
million. TRH had net cash and cash equivalents of near¬ 
ly $21 million and nearly $99,000 at the airport. 

The Fiscal Court appoints members to both boards. 

The Court had total debt principal as of June 30, 2011, 
in the amount of $24.6 million with a little more than $1.2 
million due within the next year. 

As of June 30, 2011, TRH had total long-term debt of $6 
million. No debt is related to the airport.

Arresting children 
not the answer 
to juvenile crimes 

L ast year in Kentucky, youth status offenders 
were booked 1,335 times into a juvenile 
detention center. It cost about $1.48 million to 
keep them locked up for a total of 7,191 days and 
their home counties paid $663,640 of that expense, 
according to report from Kentucky Youth Advo¬ 
cates. 

Was it money well spent? Many juvenile court 
authorities and groups that promote child welfare 
say no. 

Status offenses are low-level crimes. They are 
illegal only because they are committed by people 
younger than 18. Juveniles are charged with status 
offenses when they buy tobacco or alcohol, when 
they are beyond the control of their parents or 
schools and when they are habitually truant or run¬ 
ning away from home. 

Kentucky Youth Advocates, in a report titled 
“Ending the Use of Incarcerations for Status 
Offenses in Kentucky,” argues that Kentucky’s high 
rate of youth incarceration is ineffective and expen¬ 
sive. 

“Not only is incarceration, or secure detention, 
the most expensive approach, but it is also the least 
effective, as youth who are detained face greater 
risk of poor education, work and health outcomes, 
as well as future incarceration. In fact, incarcera¬ 
tion actually increases the likelihood that a youth 
who has committed a low-level offense will misbe¬ 
have again. 

“Research has shown that even 15 years after 
their release, youth who had been incarcerated 
worked 10 percent fewer hours than people who 
had not been incarcerated,” the report states. 

These are the issues before the Kentucky General 
Assembly’s Juvenile Code Task Force. Rep. John 
Tilley, D-Hopkinsville, is co-chair of the task force. 
Christian District Judge Jim Adams testified before 
the task force Tuesday in Frankfort. 

Tilley and Adams say Kentucky’s juvenile code 
should be modernized. 

We agree. 

It’s important for Kentuckians and the General 
Assembly to let the task force do its work. But when 
it comes time for lawmakers to consider recom¬ 
mendations from the task force, let’s hope bad poli¬ 
tics don’t block good legislation. We’ve seen that 
often enough in recent years. 

Getting tough on juvenile offenders sounds good 
enough until you consider what happens when chil¬ 
dren are locked up for status offenses. These are 
often minor offenses that indicate deeper problems 
in a child’s life. Locking them up isn’t working.

Good things happening 


I t has been a very busy sum¬ 
mer. We are using our 
resources in a most effi¬ 
cient way. Businesses are part¬ 
nering to reinstall the security 
lights on the KY 210 bypass. 
After working through much 
red tape, the project has just 
been approved to begin work. 

The city’s street department, 
the Campbellsville Water and 
Sewer Co. and Taylor County 
Rural Electric Cooperative 
Corp. will perform the work. 
Taylor County RECC devel¬ 
oped a plan that was submitted 
to the state for approval. 

It was not as simple as just 
putting the lights back like they 
were before they were removed. 
The requirements had changed. 
The number of lights to be 
used was increased along with 
the amount of the light illumi¬ 
nation required to produce. 
The sizes of light base founda¬ 
tions have increased along with 
the amount of concrete to be 
used. These requirements have 
increased the cost to the city. 
More that 180 new posts and 
lights will be required to com¬ 
plete the project. 

The state has just completed 
the resurfacing of Broadway

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and repairing old sidewalks. 
The total cost of the project 
was more than $500,000. The 
project was completely funded 
using state money and our 
community will enjoy the 
much-improved surfaces. 

Miller Park’s tennis courts 
remodeling project is nearing 
completion. A new drainage 
system, new surfacing, new 
fences, new nets, new net post, 
new windbreakers and a new 
scoreboard will be in place and 
ready to use in just a few weeks. 
The total cost of remodeling 
the courts will exceed 
$140,000. 

Campbellsville/Taylor County 
EMS Services will receive a 
new medic unit in a few days 
with the second new unit to 
arrive later this fall. The new 
units will replace aging units 
and fall in line with the replace¬ 
ment rotation schedule 
approved by the City Council. 


The budget for vehicle main¬ 
tenance was reduced because 
of the proven decrease in main¬ 
tenance cost with the newer 
units. This is something that 
has never happened before - 
the unit is already paid for. 

The new medic unit will be 
paid for with the savings real¬ 
ized from the restructure of 
rescue to the fire department. 

EMS cost has dropped by 13.9 
percent from the previous fis¬ 
cal year and the income from 
department services has 
increased by 5.7 percent. The 
service run volume has 
increased with fewer person¬ 
nel, and much credit is given to 
EMS staff. 

In regards to the effort to con¬ 
tinue to improve patient care, a 
new agreement has been 
reached with Taylor Regional 
Hospital for advanced train¬ 
ing. Starting this week, para¬ 
medics will begin doing airway 
management training in the 
surgical services department 
on a regular basis.

State cracking down on pill abuse 


K entucky is facing a prescrip¬ 
tion drug abuse epidemic. 
You’ve likely already heard 
the statistics. About 1,000 Kentuck¬ 
ians die each year - that’s about 
three a day - from pain pill over¬ 
dose. 

Some reports estimate that one in 
three Kentuckians has a friend or 
family member who they say is 
struggling with prescription drug 
addiction. 

When I went to Frankfort in Janu¬ 
ary, addressing the scourge of pre¬ 
scription drug abuse was one of my 
priorities. But, as is often the case, 
effective solutions are usually as 
complex as the problems they’re 
solving. We quickly learned that 
effective legislation would need to 
be comprehensive and detailed. 

Few dispute that narcotic abuse is 
being fueled by shady pain-man¬ 
agement “clinics” or so-called “pill 
mills” popping up across the state. 
These pill mills are fundamentally 
illegitimate operations. They’re 
often owned by people without a 
medical degree who don’t even live 
in Kentucky. They inappropriately 
prescribe a seemingly unlimited 
supply of powerful pain killers to 
virtually anyone willing to pay. 

While we were all eager to crack 
down on these facilities, we didn’t 
want to prevent responsible pain 
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management clinics and doctors 
from prescribing needed medica¬ 
tion to patients with legitimate 
health concerns. 

The perfect balance was discussed 
and debated throughout the entire 
legislative session before agree¬ 
ment was reached on a measure in 
an additional week-long special ses¬ 
sion in April. 

House Bill 1, passed in the special 
session, was the result of months of 
work by the legislature, governor, 
attorney general, Cabinet for Health 
and Family Services, medical licen¬ 
sure boards, physicians and nurses 
across the state. 

The legislation, now law, requires 
doctors and pharmacists to register 
with and utilize the once-voluntary 
Kentucky All Schedule Prescription 
Electronic Reporting system used 
to monitor the prescribing and dis¬ 
pensing of controlled substances in 
the Commonwealth. 

It also requires pain management 
clinics be owned and operated by 


licensed physicians and sets forth 
mandatory disciplinary guidelines 
for those who inappropriately pre¬ 
scribe pain medicine. 

A six-member oversight commit¬ 
tee was appointed to monitor the 
implementation and effectiveness 
of the measure. As a member of that 
committee, I am especially con¬ 
cerned with making sure the regu¬ 
lations in place now achieve our 
goal of shutting down “pill mills” 
without hindering the important 
pain-management work that 
upstanding physicians do every 
day. 

So far, we are seeing fast progress. 
More than 9,000 additional provid¬ 
ers have already registered with 
KASPER. At least four facilities, 
some of which may have been oper¬ 
ating questionably, have announced 
their closure. We expect to see even 
more results in the coming months. 

For the remainder of 2012, the 
oversight committee will continue 
to examine the execution of HB 1 as 
well as look for ways to make the 
legislation even stronger and more 
effective. We will continue working 
closely with medical professionals 
and their licensing boards as well. 

I am confident that together we 
can make a difference and success¬ 
fully fight the war on prescription 
drugs in this community and state.

Campbellsville Independent School System 
Annual Notice To Parents Rights Under FERPA For Elementary and 
Secondary Institutions 

The Family Educational Rights and Privacy Act (FERPA) affords parents 
and “eligible students” (students over 18 years of age or students who are 
attending a post-secondary institution) certain rights with respect to the 
student’s education needs. They are: 

(1) The right to inspect and review the student’s education records 
within forty-five (45) days of the day the District receives a 
request for access. 

Parents or eligible students should submit to the school Principal/designee 
a written request that identifies the record(s) they wish to inspect. The 
Principal will make the arrangements for access and notify the parent or 
eligible student of the time and place where the record(s) may be 
inspected. 

(1) The right to request the amendment of the student’s education 
records that the parent or eligible student believes are 
inaccurate, misleading, or in violation of the student’s privacy or 
other rights. 

Parents or eligible students may ask the District to amend a record that 
they believe is inaccurate, misleading or in violation of privacy or other 
rights. They should write the school’s Principal, clearly identify the part of 
the record they want changed, and specify why it is inaccurate, misleading 
or in violation of privacy or other rights. 

If the District decides not to amend the record as requested by the parent 
or eligible student, the District will notify the parent or eligible student of the 
decision and advise him/her of the right to a hearing regarding the request 
for amendment. Additional information regarding the hearing procedures 
will be provided to the parent or eligible student when notified of the right to 
a hearing. 

(2) The right to consent to disclosures of personally identifiable 
information contained in the student’s education records, 
except to the extent that FERPA authorizes disclosure without 
consent. 

Exceptions that permit disclosure without consent include: 

a. Disclosure to school officials with legitimate educational interests. A 
“school official” is a person employed by the District as an administrator, 
supervisor, instructor or support staff member (including health or 
medical staff and law enforcement unit personnel); a person serving on 
the school Board; a person or company with whom the District has 
contracted to perform a special task (such as an attorney, auditor, 
medical consultant, or therapist); or a parent or student serving on an 
official committee, such as a disciplinary or grievance committee, or 
assisting another school official in performing his/her tasks. 

A school official has a legitimate educational interest if the official needs 
to review an education record in order to fulfill his or her professional 
responsibility to the District. 

b. Upon request, disclosure of education records without parent/eligible 
student notice or consent to officials of another school district or post¬ 
secondary institution in which a student seeks or intends to enroll or is 
already enrolled or to other entities authorized by law so long as the 
disclosure is for purposes related to the student’s enrollment or transfer. 

c. Disclosure information to those whose knowledge of such information is 
necessary to respond to an actual, impending, or imminent articulable 
and significant health/safety threat. 

(3) The right to notify the District in writing to withhold information 
the Board has designated as directory information as listed in 
the annual directory information notice the District provides to 
parents/eligible students. 

To exercise this right, parents/eligible students shall notify the District by 
the deadline designated by the District. 

(4) The right to prohibit the disclosure of personally identifiable 
information concerning the student to recruiting representatives 
of the U.S. Armed Forces and its service academies, the 
Kentucky Air National Guard, and the Kentucky Army National 
Guard. 

Unless the parent or secondary school student requests in writing that the 
District not release information, the student’s name, address, and 
telephone number (if listed) shall be released to Armed Forces recruiters 
upon their request. 

(5) The right to file a complaint with the U.S. Department of 
Education concerning alleged failures by the District to comply 
with the requirements of FERPA.

Child Find for Children with Disabilities in Need of Special Education 
or 504 Services

Child Find 

The Campbellsville Independent School District (CISD) keeps educational 
records in a secure location in each school and Board office. 

The Campbellsville Independent School District obtains written consent 
from a parent or eligible student (age 18 or who is attending a 
postsecondary institution), before disclosing personally identifiable 
information to an entity or individual not authorized to receive it under 
FERPA. 


For students who have been determined eligible for Special Education, 
educational records will be destroyed at the request of the parents when 
they are no longer needed to provide educational programs or services. 
The Campbellsville Independent School District may destroy the 
educational records of a child without parent request three years after they 
are no longer needed to provide educational programs or services. 
Parents are advised that data contained in the records may later be 
needed for Social Security benefits or other purposes. The Campbellsville 
Independent School District may retain, for an indefinite period of time, a 
record of the student’s name, address, telephone number, grades, 
attendance records, classes attended, grade level completed, and year 
completed. 

Children eligible for Special Education include those children with 
disabilities who have autism, deaf-blindness, developmental delay, 
emotional-behavior disability, hearing impairment, mental disability, 
multiple disabilities, orthopedic impairment, other health impairment, 
specific learning disability, speech or language impairment, traumatic brain 
injury, or visual impairment and who because of such an impairment need 
Special Education services. 

Children eligible for 504 services include those children in a public 
elementary and secondary education program who have a current physical 
or mental impairment that currently substantially limits some major life 
activity which causes the student’s ability to access the school environment 
or school activities to be substantially limited. 

Children eligible for the State-Funded Preschool program include three- 
and four-year-old children identified with disabilities and four-year-old 
children who are at-risk, as defined by federal poverty levels up to 150%. 
Preschool children eligible for special education must have an Individual 
Education Plan (IEP) instead of a 504 plan to receive State-Funded 
Preschool program services. 

The Campbellsville Independent School District has an ongoing “Child 
Find” system, which is designed to locate, identify and evaluate any child 
residing in a home, facility, or residence within its geographical boundaries, 
age three (3) to twenty-one (21) years, who may have a disability and be in 
need of Special Education or 504 services. This includes children who are 
not in school; those who are in public, private, or home school; those who 
are highly mobile such as children who are migrant or homeless; and those 
who are advancing from grade to grade, who may need but are not 
receiving Special Education or 504 services. 

The district’s “Child Find” system 

The Campbellsville Independent School District will make sure any child 
enrolled in its district who qualifies for Special Education or 504 services, 
regardless of how severe the disability, is provided appropriate Special 
Education or 504 services at no cost to the parents of the child. 

Parents, relatives, public and private agency employees, and concerned 
citizens are urged to help the Campbellsville Independent School District 
find any child who may have a disability and need Special Education or 
504 services. The District needs to know the name and age, or date of 
birth of the child; the name, address, and phone number(s) of the parents 
or guardian; the possible disability; and other information to determine if 
Special Education or 504 services are needed. 

Letters and phone calls are some of the ways the Campbellsville 
Independent School District collects the information needed. The 
information the school District collects will be used to contact the parents of 
the child and find out if the child needs to be evaluated or referred for 
Special Education or 504 services.

Mr. Burden said he has 
thought of a few solutions 
to solve the cruising 
problem, which include 
not allowing cruising 
altogether, passing cruis¬ 
ing regulations or mak¬ 
ing Main Street a one¬ 
way street. He also pro¬ 
posed having a regulated 
cruising event with music 
and other activities once 
a month. 

“Turn it into something 
people really look for¬ 
ward to once a month,” 
he said. 

The Burdens said they 
believe cruising will 
destroy the possibility of 
having outdoor events at 
night and could hinder 
the growth of downtown. 
They said they suggest 
that the Council consider 
adopting an ordinance to 
address the problems 
cruising causes. 

Campbellsville Mayor 
Tony Young said he is 
excited about the devel¬ 
opment of the downtown 
area and doesn’t want 
anything to hinder them. 

“I feel like there’s some 
positive energy there,” 
he said. “There [are] 
good things happening. I 
don’t want anything neg¬ 
ative to happen to down¬ 
town. We’re on a good 
roll now.” 

Young said there used 
to be signs posted ban¬ 
ning loitering after 9 p.m. 
Some businesses stay 
open later than 9 p.m., he 
said, and customers 
could potentially violate 
that regulation when 
they were simply patron¬ 
izing a Main Street busi¬ 
ness. The signs have 
since been removed. 

Young said he would 
feel differently about 
cruising if those who 
were coming to Camp¬ 
bellsville brought in rev¬ 
enue for the town. When 
there is no purpose to the 
cruising, he said, he has 
concerns about it. 

Councilwoman Vicki 
Mullins said there are 
city ordinances that ref¬ 
erence loud noises and 
there is a 1 a.m. curfew

for those who are under¬ 
age. Councilman Dave 
Nunery asked if Camp¬ 
bellsville Police Chief 
Tim Hazlette can 
research the problem 
and bring a recommen¬ 
dation to the Council for 
discussion. 

Councilman Terry Kelt- 
ner said there are some 
laws already in place that 
officers can use to cite 
people whose vehicles 
are too loud and have 
improper equipment. 

Young said local police 
officers stay busy and 
often can’t devote time to 
monitor cruising on Main 
Street. He said the city 
can’t afford to hire more 
officers. 

“I think [a solution] may 
have to come from this 
body.” 

Councilman Stan McK¬ 
inney asked if the Bur¬ 
dens know any of the 
cruisers and could talk 
to them about the prob¬ 
lems it is causing. 

The Burdens said they 
don’t know any of the 
cruisers and have been 
taunted by cruisers for 
calling police. 

Young said he believes 
the majority of the cruis¬ 
ers aren’t from Camp¬ 
bellsville but other near¬ 
by towns. 

“Why did they have to 
pick Campbellsville?” 

Hazlette said the cruis¬ 
ing issue is a police mat¬ 
ter in that every town 
has a duty to provide a 
safe environment for its 
residents. He said the 
police are simply a part 
of ensuring the environ¬ 
ment is safe, however. 

“Social order is really 
the responsibility of the 
citizens,” he said. 

Hazlette said if gas 
prices increase, the situ¬ 
ation might go away on 
its own. 

“It’s really difficult to 
regulate free movement 
on public thoroughfare.” 

He said for officers to 
charge people with com¬ 
mitting certain viola¬ 
tions, they need to wit¬ 
ness the act. That some¬ 


times isn’t always possi¬ 
ble, with a few officers 
on duty at a time charged 
with providing police 
protection to the entire 
city. 

“I’ll do whatever I can 
within the limit of the 
law,” he said. 

Hazlette said business 
owners could tow vehi¬ 
cles that remain parked 
in their parking lots after 
hours. 

He said it’s difficult to 
stop someone if they are 
simply driving up and 
down a street, if they 
aren’t breaking any 
laws. 

“Folks have got the 
right to come and go,” he 
said. 

Councilwoman Patti 
Phillips said when she 
moved to Campbellsville 
more than 30 years ago, 
cruising was a teenage 
tradition. She said a 
police officer used to 
patrol Main Street while 
riding a bicycle. 

Hazlette said he believes 
that officer’s salary was 
paid for with grant fund¬ 
ing. He said he will 
research that. 

Keltner said he believes 
that since laws already 
exist to cite those who 
cause a nuisance, there 
may be little the Council 
can do. 

“We can’t stop the flow 
of traffic on Main Street,” 
he said. 

Nunery suggested clos¬ 
ing streets near Main 
Street at certain times at 
night. Council members 
also discussed posting 
signs stating that street 
intersections aren’t to be 
blocked or people aren’t 
to loiter in parking lots 
after closing time. 

No action was taken, 
though Nunery suggest¬ 
ed forming a committee 
to study the cruising 
issue and report back to 
the Council. Nunery, 
Phillips, Mullins, McK¬ 
inney and Council mem¬ 
bers Mike Hall Jr. and 
Randy Herron volun¬ 
teered to serve. 


The Campbellsville 
School Board boasts five 
members, Carney said, 
and two are up for re- 
election this year. Pat Hall 
and Barkley Taylor’s seats 
are up for grabs. At press 
time, only Hall had filed 
for re-election. 

On the soil conservation 
ticket, four members are 
up for re-election. Barry 
Smith, David Cowherd 
and Doug Martin have all 
filed for re-election. John 
McLean hasn’t yet com¬ 
pleted his paperwork to 
file for re-election, Car¬ 
ney said. 

Carney said the board 
has seven members. If 
only four people file by 
Tuesday’s deadline, the 
race will not be on the 
ballot. 

If three file, the race 
will be on the ballot, with 
one write-in candidate 
winning a seat. If five or 
more file, the top four vote 
getters will win seats. 

Soil conservation candi¬ 
dates must be from Taylor 
County and have a peti¬ 
tion that contains 25 sig¬ 
natures in support of 
them. 

In a national race, voters 
will chose who they want 
to be president of the 
United States. Incumbent 
Barack Obama, a Demo¬ 
crat, will face Republican 
Mitt Romney. Carney said

there will likely be other 
candidates from other 
parties, though those 
haven’t been finalized 
yet. 

Voters will choose their 
first 1st District U.S. Rep¬ 
resentative in November. 
Ed Whitfield, a Republi¬ 
can, will face off against 
Charles Hatchett, a Dem¬ 
ocrat. 

For at least the past 30 
years, Carney said, Taylor 
County has been in the 
2nd U.S. Representative 
district. Before that, the 
county was in the 5th Dis¬ 
trict. 

The latest Census 
records caused Taylor 
County to be moved to the 
1st District for what he 
said he believes to be the 
first time. 

State Rep. John “Bam” 
Carney, R- Campbellsville, 
is also up for re-election 
in November. He has no 
opposition. 

Voters will also choose a 
Taylor Circuit Clerk this 
year. Incumbent Rodney 
Burress will face Susie 
Skaggs. The two also 
faced off during the last 
General Election. 

There will be at least 
one new face on the Camp¬ 
bellsville City Council 
next January. Fifteen can¬ 
didates will face off for 12 
seats in November. Candi¬ 
dates had to file by last 


January to see if a pri¬ 
mary race was necessary 
in May. It wasn’t. 

Council candidates are 
incumbents Vangie Ford, 
Terry Keltner, Vicki Mul¬ 
lins, Patti Phillips, Dr. 
James Ewing, Randy Her¬ 
ron, David Nunery, Greg 
Rice, Mike Hall Jr., Stan 
McKinney and Sharon 
Hoskins-Sanders. 

Residents Randy Brick- 
en Jr., Henry Goff, Diane 
Ford-Benningfield and 
Paul Osborne have also 
filed. 

Incumbent Richard 
Jeter did not file for re- 
election. His term will 
expire Jan. 1. 

Commonwealth’s Attor¬ 
ney Tim Cocanougher, 
whose term expires in 
January, did not file for 
re-election. Assistant 
Commonwealth’s Attor¬ 
ney Shelly Miller has filed 
for the seat. She has no 
opposition. 

Carney said that even 
though many candidates 
don’t have opposition, 
write-in candidates can 
file for any of the open 
offices up to 10 days 
before the election. 

The deadline to register 
to vote in November’s 
General Election is Oct. 9. 
For more information

McCarty 
was the 
King Bee 


T he passing of long-time 
businessman Charlie 
McCarty last week was a 
sad time for his family and the 
community. However, it did also 
stir up some recollections of his 
sports days. 

McCarty opened then Burger 
Queen around 1970 and it was a 
big deal for Campbellsville. He 
also fielded a softball team — 
one he was the left-handed 
catcher on. 

“He would slide head first,” 
fondly remembered former out¬ 
fielder Frank Gaskins earlier this 
week. “He hated losing.” 

McCarty would usually be 
sweaty and dirty from head to 
toe as he only knew one way to 
play the game and that was all- 
out, not to let the youngsters he 
played with and coached out-do 
him. 

“He would tell us to come by 
tomorrow if we won and he 
would give us a Royal Burger 
(the Burger Queen trademark 
sandwich). I guess that made us 
pro,” laughed Gaskins who was 
an outfielder on the B League 
team at Miller Park. 

Gaskins said he remembered 
Craig Tincher as the pitcher, 
Randy Watson as the shortstop 
and the team also consisted of 
Scotty Shofner, who worked 
many years at Burger Queen, 
Clavis Wilson, Donald Holmes 
and nowadays mailman Gary 
Gilpin. 

Getting Gaskins going on 
McCarty was easy and he also 
offered some remembrances of 
the softball days at Miller Park. 

Charles Richardson ran the 
leagues after Father Bowling and 
he would use high school and 
early college-age students as his 
“ground crew” — usually Mike 
Gumm, Steve Skaggs and Randy 
Watson and later Russell Blevins. 

“Charlie (Richardson) dragged 
the field one time by tying the 
drag to the trunk lid of his new 
pale green Pontiac Bonneville,” 
Gaskins looked back at his for¬ 
mer teacher at Campbellsville 
High School. “But, he had to 
drive around with the trunk open 
for a month. He got mad when 
we laughed.” 

Gaskins also remembers Gilpin 
trading his 1965 Mustang for a 
1941 Chevrolet. 

“One night the hood blew off of 
it. But, he drove with no hood for 
the rest of the summer.” 

Those type stories were Charlie 
McCarty who was immediately 
involved in Campbellsville from 
day one. 

Evidently what McCarty did 
and does work as the family 
business, now Druthers, still 
operates the same successful 
way it did when the “King Bee” 
started it over 40 years ago.

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Scattered deer deaths reported 


S everal people in Indiana and 
Kentucky have reported find¬ 
ing dead deer, and there is a 
suspicion the cause may be EHD 
(Epizootic hemorrhagic disease). 

Approximately 20 dead deer 
recently were found in west-Cen¬ 
tral Indiana, and there also have 
been some reports from readers 
related to western Kentucky and 
southern Illinois. 

Some of the Indiana deer have 
been examined by state wildlife 
officials, but at the time of this 
writing, no official cause of death 
had been reported, although EHD 
is suspected. 

The virus, called EHD (Epizootic 
hemorrhagic disease), seems to 
occur every few years in white¬ 
tailed deer, and is not infectious to 
humans. However, it may mean 
hunters in some areas may see 
fewer deer during the upcoming 
hunting seasons. 

There was a serious outbreak of 
EHD in at least six midwestern 
states, including Kentucky, in 2007. 
Much of central Kentucky was par¬ 
ticularly hard hit. 

EHD is caused by a virus and out¬ 
breaks seem to occur every two or 
three years. While in some severe 
cases, up to a third of the herd in 
an area may succumb to the dis¬ 
ease, the deaths don’t have any long

term negative impact on the num¬ 
bers of deer. 

The disease is spread by biting 
flies, also known as sand gnats, 
sand flies or no-see-ums. 

Outbreaks usually happen in late 
summer and early fall because of 
the increased presence of these bit¬ 
ing gnats. Although deer affected 
with the acute form of EHD are 
most often seen during this period, 
deer with chronic cases can be 
found during winter. 

Signs of the disease depend on the 
strength of the virus and length of 
the infection in the animal. Hemor¬ 
rhagic disease causes fever, labored 
breathing and swelling of the head, 
neck, tongue and eyelids. Infected 
deer may die within 72 hours or 
they may slowly deteriorate for 
months from lameness and starva¬ 
tion. 

Drought conditions this summer 
may be contributing to the current 
reoccurrence. During drought con¬ 
ditions water holes that remain 
have a higher level of salinity (salt) 


than normal. This water with 
increased salt makes ideal condi¬ 
tions for the gnats to reproduce in 
higher numbers. 

Squirrel seasons opens next week 
and, archery deer season opens in 
September, so, hunters may find 
more dead deer. And while EHD 
can not be transmitted to humans, 
biologists say hunters should avoid 
eating any deer that appear to be 
infected. 

EHD should not be confused with 
the unrelated brain disease, chronic 
wasting disease (CWD), which has 
never been found in Indiana. 

EHD usually affects local deer 
populations until a few hard freezes 
kill the biting midges that spread 
the disease.

Wreck and rain 
favors Gordon 

A lucky combination 
of a wreck and 
rain on Sunday at 
Pocono Raceway 
allowed Jeff Gordon to 
claim his first Sprint 
Cup victory of the sea¬ 
son. 

“Oh man, I can’t 
believe this,” Gordon 
said. “The way our luck 
has been going this year, 
well take a win any way 
we can get one. You can’t ever give up. This one 
makes up for all the ones that got away.” 

Gordon was sixth during a restart on lap 91. His 
teammate Jimmie Johnson was the leader, with 
Matt Kenseth on the outside. The two cars driven by 
Johnson and Kenseth touched going into turn-1 
after a tire on Johnson’s No. 48 went down. 

“I noticed that something didn’t feel right,” John¬ 
son said. “I kept trying to clean the tires off and it 
got a little better so I just assumed I had trash on 
my tires, but when I got down into turn one I real¬ 
ized that I had a right-rear (tire) flat. Unfortunate 
that we lost the lead there and got a couple of cars 
in the process.” 

Johnson managed to hold on to his car, but 
Kenseth’s No. 17 hit the outside wall, then came 
down, and was hit by Denny Hamlin. 

This brought out another caution. When the cars 
were lined up for the restart, Jeff Gordon and 
another Hendrick teammate, Kasey Kahne were the 
leaders. The cars circled while speedway officials 
cleaned up the track. Before the race could go 
green, the heavens opened up with a downpour. 

The scheduled 160-lap race was official at the end 
of 98 laps. 

Kasey Kahne, who was scored second, had a right- 
rear tire go flat under the yellow flag. 

“It wasn’t the day we planned, but all our cars 
(Hendrick) were fast,” said Kahne. “The good 
restart we got on that last caution is what put us in 
second place.” 

The remaining top-10 finishers of the rain short¬ 
ened race were: 3. Martin Truex, 4. Brad Keselows- 
ki, 5. Tony Stewart, 6. Ryan Newman, 7. Carl 
Edwards, 8. Clint Bowyer, 9. Regan Smith, 10. Mar¬ 
cos Ambrose. 

The Busch Brothers continue to struggle with 
mechanical problems. Kyle had engine problems in 
his No. 18 Toyota and only completed 74 laps. Kurt 
had a right front tire blow during lap 84 and wound 
up 30th. 

One fan was killed and nine others injured as a 
result of lightning strikes following the race. 

One challenge remains for Earnhardt 

Dale Earnhardt has met two challenges, but one 
still remains. 

He snapped a lengthy victory drought in June, has 
completed the long, nearly nine-year road back to 
the top of the NASCAR Sprint Cup Series points 
standings, and now his No. 88 Hendrick Motorsports 
Chevrolet team truly can focus on the biggest prize, 
their first championship. 

And it’s certainly not a stretch to mention Earn¬ 
hardt and championship in the same sentence. 

“Give me a reason why not,” said crew chief Steve 
Letarte when asked for reasons why his driver 
could win the 2012 title. 

Earnhardt is, in fact, on a career pace. His num¬ 
bers through 20 races speak for themselves: nine 
top fives, matching his previous best in 2004, fifteen 
top 10s, an average finish of 8.1, and a perfect 20 
lead-lap finishes, including his fourth-place run at 
the Indianapolis Motor Speedway Dating back to 
last season, he has a record-sharing 21 consecutive 
lead-lap finishes. 

Earnhardt last officially led the standings on Sept. 
19, 2004, following a third-place finish at New 
Hampshire Motor Speedway, a span of 281 starts. 

He also sat atop the points after the Oct. 3, 2004 
race at Talladega Superspeedway, but lost it mid¬ 
week after a 25-point penalty stemming from a post¬ 
race Victory Lane interview. 

“All season long we’ve been working hard and fin¬ 
ishing well. That is symbolic of how well we’ve 
done,” Earnhardt said. “We need to win more races. 
If we want to win the championship, we have to. I 
imagine we can win a couple races in the Chase.” 

Earnhardt snapped a four-year winless streak on 
June 17 at Michigan International Raceway. 

There’s no single key to Junior’s turnaround, 
which has been more like a continuing process. His 
first season with Letarte put the team in the Chase 
for the first time with a final finish of seventh. Pair¬ 
ing the No. 88 team in the same shop as five-time 
champion Jimmie Johnson’s No. 48 — and a closer 
relationship with crew chief Chad Knaus — has paid 
dividends as well. That association isn’t lost on 
Johnson, who may wind up being Earnhardt’s chief 
rival for the championship. 

“There’s a lot of confidence in our shop with both 
teams and the communication is as good as it’s ever 
been,” Johnson said. “I’m happy to see Steve as con¬ 
fident as he is and Junior both because we can real¬ 
ly lean on them and pull from them and it’s a two- 
way street.” 

Weekend racing: The Cup and Nationwide teams 
will be at the 2.45-mile Watkins Glen, N.Y. road 
course.
